A 
crowd^—almost as large — of 
local white residents 
was 
gathered, cheering and peer­ 
ing, behind the troops. 
“ We sha ll o v erco me,” the 
Negro es cha nted.

Coming at a time when cattle numb ers 
ki the nation are at an all time peak, when a 
iur^us of b eef is driving cattle prices to dis- 
fstnmsly low levels, it would b e a tragic 
b lunder to sub sidize expanded b eef produc­ 
tion In Appalachia. It would b e as damaging

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of the country which are reeling under the 
depressed cattle market. 


There are provisions In the Appalchia hill 
which are constructive and which deserve the 
most serious consideration.

Expanded highway development and es­ 
tab lishment of health centers, largely at fed­ 
eral expense, would appear to b e helpful with­ 
out damaging any one. The proposal for tech­ 
nical assistance and loans to improve timb er 
production has merit in view of serious tim­ 
b er shortages developing in this country . 
If land values and lab or costs in Appal­ 
achia are favorab le, and if natural factors 
are suitab le, it is likely that an expanded 
b eef industry will develop there without spe­ 
cial sub sidies. Certainly that area is entitled 
to the b enefits of existing conservation and 
land use programs that encourage a switch 
from row crops to grasslands. 
But to delib erately b uild up the cattle b usi­ 
ness there, in the face of presently -existing 
surpluses all over the country , would b e a 
classic example of the wrong kind of govern­ 
ment intervention. •

As regular as the swallows returning to 
i:apistrano, Neb raska railroads have gone b e­ 
fore the State Board of Equalization again 
this spring asking for lower tax assessments.

The railroads have b een pretty success- 
lul in recent y ears in getting steadily lower 
Assessments for tax purposes. In many in­ 
stances the tax drops have b een justified from 
the standpoint of fairness. 
•

• 
Whether the assessment reductions, and 
thia^ear’s request for a further decrease, are 
waAanted under Neb raska’s tax sy stem, how- 
•vet, might b e another question. 
-For there is no doub t that the railroad 
b usiness has b een pretty shaky in recent 
jreaJ'S. The railroads normally come b efore the 
Equalization Board pleading lower income as 
Ihe ’b asis for claiming lower tax assessments. 
Unfortunately (for many Neb raskans oth­ 
er than railroaders) tax assessments, a n d 
4axes paid, have no relationship to earnings, 
b r income, or profits. They are b ased solely 
b n the value of property , not on what the 
property earns or on the ab ility of the tax­ 
pay er to pay . 


Farmers, cattlemen, b usinessmen, retired 
homeowners and others are required to pay 
at least the same taxes each y ear, if they have 
the same amount and value of property , 
whether they make a dime or not. 
This y ear railroad earnings are markedly 
improved over recent y ears. The Burlington, 
for instance, reported a few day s b efore the 
Equalization Board hearings that its 1983 net 
income was the highest since 1956. 
So the railroads have tried several differ­ 
ent approaches in their b ids for lower taxes 
this y ear. 
Still there is no evidence that the railroads 
own appreciab ly less property in Neb raska 
this y ear than they did a y ear ago; nor that 
this property is particularly less valuab le to­ 
day than it was last y ear. So there appears 
little reason why their tax assessment should 
b e less.

The railroads are among the most vigorous 
opponents of a more realistic and equitab le 
tax sy stem for Neb raska. But, strangely , 
every y ear they b uild 
a new case for adjusting 
the existing tax sy stem to their own advan­ 
tage.

Washington — Whatever President John­ 
son’s war on poverty in the Appalachian re­ 
gion may b ring to these distressed pockets, it 
is unquestionab ly b ringing—here and now—the 
pains of disunity to Congressional Repub licans 
•8 no issue has done in many 
y ears. 
Not since the time of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt has a 
Democratic President’s pro­ 
gram so deeply divided his 
Repub lican opposition b etween 
its conservative and lib eral 
wings. And Mr. Johnson’s re­ 
peated references in t hi s 
fight to his old political friend 
and mentor, Mr. Roosevelt, 
are b y no means accidental. 
The b asic position is this; The Johnson 
Administration Democrats, aided here b y 
many influential Southerners, are in total con­ 
trol of the Appalachia issue, b oth in the House 
committee where it is b eing considered and, 
prospectively , on the House floor as well. 
The Old Guard Repub licans in tfie House 
arei, characteristically unterrified, in the tra­ 
dition that while the Old Guard may die, it 
will never surrender. 
The more or less lib eral and usually urb an- 
b ased Repub licans, however, are deeply trou­ 
b led. By and large they approve the purposes 
of the Appalachia b ill. By and large they wish 
to b e identified with it and not against it. 
And, apart from all this, b y and large they 
simply cannot afford politically to b e against 
it. 
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The relief of Appalachia, where it is large­ 
ly a matter of rural and small-town poverty , 
is not different in principle from the relief of 
urb an poverty , in the form of area redevelop­ 
ment, sub sidized mass transit and so on. To 
these things the Repub lican lib erals are neces­ 
sarily and deeply committed. 
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Thus, they are twice made unhappy . On 
the one hand they are emb arrassed b y the 
uncomplicated and total opposition of the Old 
Guard Repub licans, the heirs to those who 
more than two decades ago simply fought 
Roosevelt all the way , without hesitation or 
anxiety .

And the Repub lican lib erals are equally 
emb arrassed b y their own inab ility to make 
those changes in the Johnson b ill which they 
b elieve to b e needed in the pub lic interest— 
and which they know quite well to b e needed 
in their own political interests. ' 
Most of all, they require what they cannot 
get: a means to have a visib le part and hand 
in this aspect of welfarism, and simultaneous­ 
ly a means to alter it in such a way as to 
avoid having it turn out to b e a strictly Demo­ 
cratic program. 
In short, the President has got them in a 
b ox, and the odds are long that in the end 
they will go along with the b iU, however hotly 
they may in the meantime protest some of its 
provisions. They cannot “vote for poverty .” 
The implications of aU this stretch far b e­ 
y ond this single present issue. What President 
Johnson is doing here is precisely what Roose­ 
velt did in the ’30s and early ’40s. He is ex­ 
ploiting the b asic and unavoidab le divisions 
within the Repub lican party on economic and 
welfare matters just as the Repub licans have 
exploited the b asic and unavoidab le Demo­ 
cratic diviskms on civU rights. 
Those Repub licans who take the long view 
are concerned for matters wholly apart from 
the poverty issue. They see more than Ap­ 
palachia in Appalachia. They see the b egin- 
nings of a poive^ and sustained White House 
drive capab le of sundering their Congressional 
party again and again, as Roosevelt sundered 
it again and again so long ago.

Iowa’s statute gave the superintendent of 
pub lic instruction “all powers” to “formulate 
standards, regulations and rules, sub ject to 
the approval of the State Board of Pub lic In- 
sturction for the approval of all schools and 
pub lic junior colleges under his supervision.’ 
State approval is required b efore a district 
can receive state school funds. 
Memb ers of the Iowa Supreme Court, ob ­ 
jecting to virtually unlimited delegation of 
power, said that “we think some defimtc 
guides to the making of such standards and 
rules should b e provided.” 


The Register notes that the Neb raska law 
seems to provide such guides without serious­ 
ly limiting the authority of the State Board 
of Education to set standards for local dis­ 
tricts. It goes on to suggest the Iowa Supreme 
Court might well accept a law b ased on this 
approach.

Saigon—The man the United States is b et­ 
ting on in Vietnam is a short, stocky , fight­ 
ing officer, whose most striking external char­ 
acteristics are sharply alert dark ey es and 
an old-fashioned American-farmer’s goatee. 
It may look a b it odd to 
Americans, who have not 
seen a goatee outside of a 
cartoon of Uncle Sam for 
* rather more than a genera­ 
tion. But here in Vietnam it 
is an assertion of toughness, 
determination, masculinity — 
almost a demonstration all 
b y itself. 
He has b een a fighting 
officer. Most of the senior of­ 
ficers of the Vietnamese army 
were recruited, perforce, from those w ho 
fought with the French against the Commu­ 
nists.

There being two sides to every coin, some answers 
are available to the group which is unhappji with con­ 
ditions at Pioneers golf course in Lincoln. John Peterson 
has them. 
The veteran municipal course professional, who has 
been in the business 42 y ears now and has spent 27 of 
them at Pioneers, has been under fire from the advisory 
Pioneers golf board for alleged inefficiency of clubouse 
operation. 
The board, claiming that too much money ft being 
spent for too many employ ees and not enough service, 
wants the Pioneers setup changed to conform with that 
at the new Holmes Park course. This means the pro 
wonld contract with the city for a flat monthly salary 
and would receive all concession lights ex cept food. Out 
of this he would pay all help. 
As it stands now, Peterson and his wife Marian are 
on a salaried basis as city employ ees. They receive com­ 
missions from some sales, but not the all-important golf 
ball revenue. The city pay s for the additional help. 


Three are Barely Enough 


Peterson finds some legitimate fault with both the 
complaints and the proposed change. 
“A clubhouse can’t be properly run with less than 
three helpers, if y ou’re going to give a boy a day off,” 
he contends. 
The Pioneers staff now consists of two starters and 
a clubhouse attendant who handles the sale of tickets, 
pop. cigarets, candy and the like. They ’re generally busy , 
so busy that the Petersons both spend a good deal of 
time behind the counter helping out. 
The reasons are obvious. 
A starter’s day runs from 
t a.m. to 6 p.m. on weekday s and from half an hour

before sunrise on weekends. There is no overlapping of 
starters, which is why there must be two of them. 
The Traffic in Heavy 
The counter clerk’s problems are created by the crush 
of golfers at Pioneers. On a good day through the week, 
(and a good day lasts 16 hours in the heat of the sum­ 
mer), there will be 300 to 350 play ers travel around the 
course. On weekends, the total soars to 650 a day on the 
average. 
This accounta for at least 1,000 rings a day on the 
cash register, which Is a lot of rings in any body ’s hook, 
and it brings Mrs. Peterson’s services into 
piny . 
She receives a salary of 13,420 a y ear, primarily for 
bookkeeping chores. These include an accounting of all 
play at the course and the income therefrom, breaking 
down the cash register tape into six different categories 
for reporting to.Ute city and various other duties like 
handicapping, posting schedules and keeping track of the 
my riad special events and tournaments which dot th e 
Pioneers calendar. 
"Marian puts in enough hours around here that I 
couldn’t begin to get any body as cheap to replace her,” 
Peterson points out. 
Thus it would seem the Peterson’s salaries are not 


out of line. John receives 
|4 ,0 50 a y ear, which is only 
$4 50 more than the dty will pa y John Young at the new 
course. That’s why Peterson feels that if the Holmes Park 
sy stem were installed at Pioneers, some changes would 
be in order. 
"Instead of less employ ees, it’s going to take more,” 
he contends. 
The rea so ning here is simple. fVlth emplo y ees sa la ries 
co mia f ea t ef Ms ewa po ck^ Jo lm woald be fo rced to 
spend mo re tiiiie glviim lesso ns a nd selling equipment, 
remo v ing him co mplete^ fro m tleket a nd po p-selling du­ 
ties. 
In this regard, there would have to be the refurbish­ 
ing of the clubhouM which the Pioneers board wants. 
'This never has been done, probably for a variety of rea­ 
sons. One is the Peteiisons’ Innate thriftiness, to which 
they admit. Another is that city government often works 
at a tdrtuously slow pace. 
Pro Shop is a Must 


At any rate, John wants a pro shop. 
"What I’m supposed to have as a pro shop has 150 
cases of pop stacked in it,” he grins wry ly . "I can’t 
even get back there to wrap a club.” 
A pro shop where equipment can be adequately dis­ 
play ed would De a must if Peterson were to sell as much 
as he would have to under a new sy stem. 
Even then it’s doubtful If the move would be a profit­ 
able one for the pro at Pioneers. For ex ample, there is 
no driving range there as there is at Holmes Park, and 
this eliminates another source of Income. 
The proposed new sy stem is basically a good one, 
but there should be some long thought given to it before 
it is installed at Pioneers.
